FOR EXPULSION FROM UN OF LON NOL CLIQUE AND RESTORATION RIGHTS 
OF SIHANOUK GOVT, WITHDRAWAL OF UNC AND US FORCES FROM KOREA, 

AND FOR CHARTER REVISION TO GIVE EXPRESSION TO DESIRES OF SMALL 
AND MEDIUM SIZED COUNTRIES. SOVIET AND KHMER REPS REPLIED. 

GA ALSO HEARD VIEWS OF COSTA RICA, PHILIPPINES, INDIA, NEPAL, 

PANAMA, LIBERIA, BURUNDI AND LESOTHO. GA PRES SAID FOLLOWING 
GENERAL DEBATE OCT. 3 PLENARY WILL CONSIDER COMITE 4 REPORT 
PROPOSING REPS OF AFRICAN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS BE INVITED 
TO ATTEND COMITE S MEETINGS AS OBSERVERS AND COMITE 5 REPORT 
PROPOSING CANDIDATE FOR ACABQ. DEBATE SPEAKERS LISTED FOR 
OCT. 3 ARE: AFGHANISTAN, AUSTRALIA, MOROCCO, PORTUGAL, 

MEXICO, ISRAEL, MALAGASY. LUXEMBOURG AND ARGENTINA. 

COSTA RICA-CITING SUPPORT FOR PRINCIPLE OF UNIVERSALITY, FONMIN 
GONZALO FACIO WELCOMED ADMISSION OF FRG AND GDR AND SUPPORTED 
ADMISSION OF BANGLADESH AND TWO KOREAS. FONMIN EXPRESSED HOPE 
FOR KOREAN REUNIFICATION THROUGH PEACEFUL MEANS AND ACCORDING 
TO WISHES OF KOREAN PEOPLE, WITHOUT FOREIGN INTERFERENCE. FONMIN 
SUPPORTED DISSOLUTION OF UNCURK BUT INDICATED ELIMINATION 
OF UNC PREMATURE UNTIL VALID ALTERNATIVE TO ARMISTICE 
ESTABLISHED AND UNC DISSOLUTION REQUESTED BY BOTH KOREAN STATES. 
DESCRIBING PEACE AS MAINTENANCE OF DIALOGUE AMONG NATIONS, 

FONMIN COMMENDED DIRECT TALKS BETWEEN HONDURAS AND EL SALVADOR 
AND INDICATED STAGNANT ME SITUATION DUE TO LACK OF DIALOGUE. 

HE CALLED FOR IMPLEMENTATION OF RES 242 IN ME AS BASIS FOR 
PEACE AND URGED REDOUBLED EFFORTS TO REOPEN SUEZ CANAL. 

FONMIN SUPPORTED WDC AND CITED TREATY OF TLATELOCO AS POSITIVE 
MOVEMENT IN DISARMAMENT. HE URGED COMPLETION OF PROCESS OF 
DECOLONIZATION AND IN REFERENCE TO GIBRALTAR EXPRESSED HOPE UK 
WOULD NEGOTIATE TO END COLONIAL STATUS AND RESTORE TERRITORY 
TO SPAIN.

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FACIO INDICATED GROWING DISSATISFACTION OF LDC'S WITH

ASSERTING GREATEST PRESENT THREAT TO PEACE WAS EXISTENCE OF 
POVERTY IN SOUTHERN HEMISPHERE, FACIO STATED "WINDS OF REVOLUTION" 

ARE BLOWING INCREASINGLY FROM SOUTH TO NORTH. FONMIN MAINTAINED 
AXIS OF INTERNATIONAL TENSIONS CHANGING FROM EAST- WEST 
TO NORTH-SOUTH AND DECLARED THAT PEACEFUL CO-EXISTENCE CALLED 
FOR FOREIGN ASSISTANCE AND EQUITABLE WORLD TRADE. FACIO STATED 
FOREIGN AID TO DEVELOPING COUNTRIES COULD ONLY BE POSSIBLE

"CHANGE" AND IF UN COULD UTILIZE, DIRECT AND "CHANNEL CHANGE 
INTO CONSTRUCTIVE CHANNELS" IT COULD TRANSFORM INTRACTABLE 
WORLD SITUATIONS. IF UN UNPREPARED OR RESISTED CHANGE, ROMULO 
DECLARED FUTILITY AND FRUSTRATION WILL RESULT. CITING PAST

DECIDE ITS OWN DESTINY UNMOLESTED". ON LOS, FONMIN WELCOMED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONFERENCE AS WAY OF FOCUSSING ATTENTION ON SPECIAL PROBLEMS 
OF ISLAND STATES AND ESPOUSED NEED FOR INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION 
TO GOVERN EXPLOITATION AND CONSERVATION OF INTERNATIONAL SEAS. 
FONMIN APPLAUDED GROWING SPIRIT OF DETENTE AND EXPRESSED HOPE 
IT WOULD SPREAD TO REST OF WORLD, ESPECIALLY ME WHERE RES 
242 SHOULD BE IMPLEMENTED AS BASIS OF SETTLEMENT. (REPEATED 
INFO MANILA) 
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INDIA— FONMIN SINGH GAVE RELATIVELY UNCONTENTIOUS SPEECH WHICH 
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CALLED FOR NON-ALIGNED UNITED FRONT. IN PASSING REFERENCE HE 
SAID COUP IN CHILE WAS SET-BACK FOR DEMOCRATIC TRADITION 
AND HUMAN RIGHTS FOR CHILEAN PEOPLE. ON DETENTE. HE 
WELCOMED US-USSR AGREEMENTS, CSCE, BERLIN ACCORD, TWO GERMANY 
AGREEMENTS AND UN ADMISSION. SINGH SAID OTHER COUNTRIES 
CANNOT RELY ON US-USSR DETENTE ALONE AND WELCOMED UNITY OF 
SPIRIT AND COMMONALITY EXPRESSED IN ALGIERS. HE CALLED FOR

AND DISCUSSED INDIA’S GROWING GOOD TIES WITH SUB-CONTINENT 
COUNTRIES, EUROPE, USA, IAPAN. 

SINGH CONCENTRATED LARGE PORTION OF SPEECH ON SUB-CONTINENT. 

HE WELCOMED NORMALIZATION BETWEEN INDIA-PAKISTAN, CITING DELHI 
AND SIMLA AGREEMENTS. HE SAID 1971 CONFLICT WAS DIRECT 
"CONSEQUENCE OF SHORTSIGHTED POLICIES AND ADVENTURIST 
ACTIONS OF PAKISTANI MILITARY RULERS TO WHICH PRESIDENT MR. 
BHUTTO HIMSELF MADE REPEATED REFERENCES”. HIS GOVT WISHES 
TO LOOK FORWARD, HOWEVER, AND HE CITED NEGOTIATION HISTORY 
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SINCE 1971 SAYING THERE IS NO COMPARABLE INSTANCE WHERE

FOR WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN FORCES IN INDO-CHINA" ARE SIMILAR 
TO TERMS INDIA HAS BEEN ADVOCATING FOR YEARS. HE WELCOMED LAOS 
AGREEMENT AND HOPED PEOPLE WILL BE ABLE TO SET UP COALITION GOVT. 
GOI HOPES CAMBODIAN PEOPLE WILL BE ABLE TO DETERMINE OWN 
FUTURE WITHOUT OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE. TURNING TO ME, HE 
CONDEMNED ISRAELI OCCUPATION OF TERRITORIES AND SAID THERE

SINGH WELCOMED DIALOGUE BETWEEN TWO KOREAS, EFFORTS TO SOLVE 
HUMANITARIAN PROBLEMS AND CONTACTS TOWARD EVENTUAL UNIFICATION. 
HE STATED HOWEVER PARTIES WILL REACH AGREEMENT FASTER WITHOUT 
OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE AND HE SAID INDIA WOULD EXAMINE ANY UN 
PROPOSAL IN THIS LIGHT. HE RECONFIRMED INDIA'S SUPPORT FOR 
AFRICAN PEOPLES IN STRUGGLE AGAINST OPPRESSION. HE WELCOMED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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GUINEA-BISSAU INDEPENDENCE, CALLED FOR WIDER AND MORE EFFECTIVE 
SANCTIONS FOR ZIMBABWE, AND SAID HIS DELEGATION SUPPORTS FIGHT 
AGAINST APARTHEID, CITING UN DRAFT CONVENTION. IF COORDINATED 
HE SAID, PLANS OF COUNCIL, UN EDUC/TRAINING PROGRAM AND HIGH 
COMMISSIONER COULD HELP NAMIBIA. ON VAGUE DISCUSSION OF 
TERRORISM, HE EXPRESSED DISAPPOINTMENT IN COUNTRIES WHO 
REFUSED "TO ADMIT POSSIBILITY OF FREEDOM FIGHTERS USING ALL 
MEANS TO ACHIEVE THEIR OBJECTIVES" AND SAID THIS POSITION

SHARE. HE CALLED FOR LINK BETWEEN SDRS AND DEVELOPMENT FINANCE 
AND PHASING OUT OF ROLE OF GOLD. HE WELCOMED TOKYO DECLARATION 
BUT CALLED FOR MORE WORK. IN FINAL MINUTES, HE PRAISED UN 
ENVIRONMENT WORK AND STRESSED URGENT NEED FOR GLOBAL STRATEGY 
FOR FOOD SECURITY. (REPEATED INFO NEW DELHI) 

NEPAL-FONMIN GYANENDRA BAHADUR KARKI CALLED FOR APPLICATION OF 
MOOD OF DETENTE IN SOLVING OTHER WORLD PROBLEMS, INCLUDING 
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ECONOMIC DISPARITY BETWEEN DEVELOPED AND DEVELOPING 
NATIONS. HE APPEALED TO INDUSTRIALIZED NATIONS TO ACHIEVE 
ONE PERCENT OF GNP IN FOREIGN AID AND IMPLEMENT FAVOURABLE 
TRADE TERMS FOR LDC'S. FONMIN EMPHASIZED IMPORTANCE OF 
MINERAL WEALTH AND FISHERIES FOR NEPAL, AND URGED CONSIDERATION 
OF RIGHTS OF LANDLOCKED NATIONS IN LOS CONFERENCE. HE CALLED 
FOR SHARING OF BENEFITS OF SEA-BED AND OCEAN FLOOR THROUGH 
SPECIFIC PROVISIONS GUARANTEEING LAND-LOCKED FREE AND UNRESTRICTED 
ACCESS TO AND FROM SEA AND FOR PORT AND OTHER ESSENTIAL

INCLUDING DIVIDED ONES. FONMIN SUPPORTED RES 242 AS BASIS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FOR PEACE IN ME, WELCOMED IND-PAK AGREEMENT, EXPRESSED HOPE 
FOR ADMISSION OF BANGLADESH TO UN, AND CALLED FOR IMPLEMENTATION 
OF DECLARATION OF INDIAN OCEAN AS ZONE OF PEACE. (REPEATED 
INFO KATHMANDU) 

PRC- VICE FONMIN CHIAO KUAN-HUA GAVE LONG DRAMATIC SPEECH 
CRITICIZING ALLEGED US-USSR HEGEMONY IN WORLD AND MAKING STRONG 
APPEAL TO NON-ALIGNED TO SOLIDIFY AND PROTECT OWN INTERESTS. 
THROUGHOUT SPEECH HE CALLED INDEPENDENT ACTIONS OF US AND

CALLING THIS YEAR'S IMPRACTICAL. HE SAID PROPOSAL REQUIRES 
STUDY, RAISES QUESTION OF HOW BUDGET CAN BE REDUCED AND WHO WOULD 
DO IT. HE SAID IF SOVIETS WERE TRUE ALLY OF LDC S THEY WOULD 
CANCEL ALL DEBTS AND PROVIDE ASSISTANCE WITHOUT DEMANDING 
REPAYMENT. PRC BELIEVES FIRST STEP TOWARD DISARMAMENT 
IS DISARMING OF BIG POWERS, AND CALLED FOR SMALL POWERS TO 
STRENGTHEN OWN DEFENSE CAPABILITIES. CHIAO SUPPORTED WDC 
BUT SAID MAJOR POWERS MUST AGREE NOT TO USE NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
PARTICULARLY AGAINST NON-NUCLEAR COUNTRIES, RESPECT NUCLEAR 
FREE ZONES AND WITHDRAW ALL ARMED FORCES BEFORE CONF SHOULD 
TAKE PLACE. CHIAO SAID PRC DISAPPOINTED IN UN WHICH PASSES 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TOO MANY RESES AND HEARS MANY SPEECHES AND HE CALLED FOR

PANAMA-FONMIN JUAN ANTONIO TACK OPENED 30-MINUTE SPEECH WHICH 
FOCUSSED MAINLY ON ISSUES OF PANAMA CANAL ZONE AND LOS BY 
SAYING NEW STATES HAVE INCREASED VIGOR OF UN. HE REAFFIRMED NON- 
ALIGNED CONFERENCE RES THAT INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS SHOULD 
BE BASED ON NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY, TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY AND 
RIGHT OF EACH STATE TO CONTROL ALL ITS NATIONAL RESOURCES. 

TACK ACCUSED SOME MAJOR COUNTRIES AND LARGE MULTINATIONAL 
COMPANIES OF REFUSING TO ABIDE BY THESE PRINCIPLES AND OF 
ACTING IN THEIR OWN INTERESTS. TURNING TO PCZ ISSUE, 

FONMIN TESTIFIED THAT PANAMA "OPPRESSED HEAVILY" BY 
CONTINUATION OF US CONTROL THERE. CALLING US CONTROL OVER 
CANAL ANACHRONISM AND REMNANT OF "BIG STICK" ERA, FONMIN 
CALLED FOR ABROGATION OF 1903 PCZ TREATY, RESTORATION OF CZ 
TO PANAMANIAN PEOPLE, INSTITUTION OF FULL CONTROL OF CANAL 
TO PANAMANIAN GOVERNMENT AND ESTABLISHMENT OF NEW TREATY. 
FONMIN ASSERTED "CZ IS MAIN ECONOMIC RESOURCE" OF PANAMA AND 
THAT GOVERNMENT HAS RIGHT TO FULL JURISDICTION OVER IT. 

FONMIN EXPRESSED WILLINGNESS TO CONTINUE US/PANAMA NEGOTIATIONS 
ON PCZ AND WELCOMED BUNKER NOMINATION AS TREATY NEGOTIATOR. 

ON LOS, TACK ATTACHED GREAT IMPORTANCE TO CONVENING OF 
CONFERENCE, SUPPORTED 200-MILE TERRITORIAL SEA AND URGED 
COMPLETION OF INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT ON RIGHTS OF INTER 
NATIONAL SEAS. FONMIN STRESSED THAT ASPIRATIONS OF EACH 
COASTAL STATE SHOULD BE MET WITHOUT PREJUDICE TO THEIR 
INTERNATIONAL DUTIES AND OBLIGATIONS. ON OTHER ISSUES, FONMIN 
DECLARED INTERNATIONAL SECURITY WILL NOT BE COMPLETE UNTIL 
IT HAS INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC DIMENSION AND "GREETED" 

WARMLY FORMATION OF NEW GOVERNMENT OF GUINEA (B). (REPEATED 
INFO PANAMA CITY) 

LIBERIA-FONMIN CECIL DENNIS EXPRESSED SATISFACTION WITH NEW 
SPIRIT OF DETENTE, BUT ADMONISHED THAT DETENTE WILL NOT RESULT 
IN LASTING PEACE UNTIL ALL NATIONS "ASSIDUOUSLY GRAPPLE WITH

ITS LAWFUL FUNCTIONS) AND URGED UN TO UNDERTAKE NEW INITIATIVES

DENNIS URGED ENTIRE INTERNATIONAL CUMMUNITY TO TAKE MASURES

AND COLONIALISM. HE STATED PEOPLES OF INDO-CHINA FINALLY 
MARCHING TOWARD VICTORY AND THAT LIBERATION MOVEMENTS IN LA

SUBMIT "PRACTICAL PROPOSALS "TO SOLVE UN'S FINANCIAL PROBLEMS 
RESULTING FROM UNPAID ASSESSMENTS. HE ALSO SUPPORTED 
ACTION ON ICSC AND PENSION PLAN FOR UN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EMPLOYEES AND FLOATED IDEA OF UN STAFF COLLEGE AS AID TO 
RECRUITMENT. 

IN FIRST READING OF PROGRAM BUDGET, VOTE ON SECTION 1 
DEFERRED OVERNIGHT PENDING CIRCULATION OF SYG'S REPORT ON

URGED ILC TO PUBLISH NEXT REPORT EARLIER.
